>to the Federal Government to resolve what is a LOCAL problem. I don't know 
>about you, but I would just as soon the Federal Government didn't tell my 
>local government how to operate (except for upholding the constitution).

I must disagree. 


Amateur Radio is not licensed by local government, but by the 
Federal agency known as the FCC. If we put ANY part of our hobby in the hands 
of local government, we will have as many different rules and regs to follow 
as there ARE local governments. 


Indeed, it would be far better for not only the hams in general 
but I suspect local folks if the FCC were to take charge of the antenna 
issue. It seems to me that most of the local ordinances regarding this 
issue are more about harrassment and commercial interest than they are 
about any serious threat to the public safety (or worse yet, some 
idiotic notion of the "“aesthetic"....it would/will be far LESS aesthetic 
to have hundreds of dead bodies lying around after a tornado hit than 
to have had a few ham antennas sticking up and being used to give that 
little bit extra warning that could have saved those lives.). 


As for appealing as a special interest group, we hams are gonna 
have to learn to play some better hardball than we have up to now. 
In the face of increasing spectrum pressure, we need to be able to 
have some means of justifying ourselves if we plan on continuing to 
HAVE a hobby in the future. If we allow some stupid local ordinance 
crap to prevent us from being able to xadequatelyx provide ANY 
emergency communications, then we are shooting ourselves in the feet 
on justification, and we are likely to lose far more than just 220 to 222. 


There are several areas that need attention. The antenna 
issue is one of them. Hams need to get themselves exempted from 
outrageous scanner laws in some states as we are exempted here in 
Indiana. There are horror stories about hams having HT's confiscated 
by overzealous cops tyring to enforce some stupid portable scanner law. 


This should not and must not be tolerated - the FCC is the 
regulatory agency for Amateur Radio, not the cop down the street. 


We need to do some butt-kicking in Washington with our 
congresscritters to get the FCC off their backsides and get some 
of our bad-apples OFF the air. Clowns like this moron on 28.325 
using every foul word and phrase in the book need to be SHUT DOWN 
permanently and thrown in jail if that's what it takes to get them 
off the air. The more of these morons that can be heard, the worse 
we ALL look in the public eye, for THAT is what they'll remember, NOT 
the 98 or 99 percent of decent law-abiding hams. 


Now having said all of the above, I will also say that I am one of 
the first who will say that we should shut down the avenues of influence 
for special interests.

ARRL members need to get their directors to lay off the trivial tripe 
reagarding "what column should get published in QST" and get on with 
something current and important for ALL of Amateur Radio. The same thing 
goes for the rest of the ham groups. 


Am I opinionated? You're damn right I am. It's because I am sick 
and tired of seeing some of my fellow hams getting screwed by some 
asswipe local beaurocrat who has nothing better to do while sucking up 
taxpayer money to sit on his butt.

You know, there are some very creative uses for those 4CW1000s that you won't 
be able to use on the air. Water cooled audio amplifiers coupled with large 
outdoor speakers, and fed with a 49 MHz scanner tuned to the neighborhood 
phone and baby monitor frequencies. The mind boggles.
